Inadequate, partial parking proffers perplexing questions

It’s five untif nine, you’re on 
Fifth Street trying to turn on to 
Baxter. You finally make the turn 
but the person in front of you 
drives about 2 mph (you know the 
type). 

Finally you reach Gentry Gym 
parking lot. It’s packed, as is ' 
Hudnall Hall parking lot and all 
the others. So you pull into a 
parking lot clearly marked in blue 
FACULTY AND STAFF 
PARKING ONLY, thinking 
nobody will ever know. 

After class you return to your 
car to find a letter on the wind¬ 
shield. Maybe it’s a letter from 
Jill. WRONG! It’s your first 
parking ticket of the semester. 

Don’t feel bad; you are not 
alone. Inadequate parking con¬ 
tinues to be one of the main stu¬ 
dent gripes. 

Complaints about parking con¬ 
tinue to be a controversial issue. 

“There is plenty of parking on 
the campus for students. Many 
students want to park in areas 
closer to the buildings in which 
their classes are,’’says Campus 
Policeman Otto Hewitt. 

Statistics suggest otherwise, at 
least at peak times, although 
students admit they do not like 
long walks to class. 

“Peak hours of the day on 
campus are Monday, Wednes- 


says Campus Safety Director Bill 
Crowe. 

“During the MWF peak hours, 
3,800 students are on campus,” 
said Robert Cullins, director of 
institutional studies and reports. 

Not all bring a car to campus. 
Some share rides and some are 
brought by a relative or friend 
who takes the vehicle elsewhere 

“The campus has 238 faculty 
parking spaces and 1,404 spaces 
in parking lots for students,’’said 
Crowe. Additional parking is 
available on the streets around 
campus. 

“Approximately 6,680 parking 
stickers have been issued to 
students this semester,” said Dr. 
Edwin E. Fowler, associate vice 
president and dean of student af¬ 
fairs. “Some students have 
stickers for more than one 
automobile,” so not all 6,680 
cars would be here at any one 
time. 

Students try to cope with the 
situation the best they can. Many 
student use the faculty lots as the 
way out. 

“I was 15 minutes late for class 
and I had a major test, so I used 
an empty space in the faculty 
parking lot. I figured it was worth 
the $7 fine to take a test that was 
important,’’said Sophomore 
Jeanette Kress. 

William Whitten said other 
parking spots are too far to 
walk. “If I am late I usually use 


day, and Friday 9 to 11 a.m.,” the faculty parking lot because 


they are close to the school. I only 
have one class, so I can park 
here, go to my class, and come 
right back to my car in no time 
at all,” he said. 

Crowe estimates campus police 
write about 150 tickets a week. 

“Thirty to fifty tickets are 
issued daily by the two officers 
patrolling the campus. These are 
issued to the students who park in 
prohibited areas such as faculty 
and staff parking lots, in reserv¬ 
ed parking areas,on grass and fire 
lanes,” said Hewitt. 

“Most tickets are given to 
students who park without a per¬ 
mit. Permits may be obtained in 
Dr.Fowler’s office,” says 
Crowe. 

The Tyler Police Department 
also patrols the campus, issuing 
citations to people who park in 
. handicapped zones. Fines for 
these violations from $50-200, 
stated Hewitt 

Students should pay campus 
tickets in Fowler’s office. Cam¬ 
pus parking tickets are recorded 
on a student’s transcript which 
cannot be released until fines are 
paid. Tickets range from $7 to 
10 . 

Any moving violation for 
which a student is cited, such as 
running a stop sign or speeding, 
will be on the permanent driving 
record, Crowe explained. Tickets 
issued by Tyler Police must be 
taken care of at the Police 
Department. _

The Brady exhibit includes 50 portrait 
photographs of American military, cultural 
and political leaders of the era taken by the 
famous Civil War photographer. 

The Brady photographs are part of the 
Fredrick Hill Meserve Collection, recent¬ 
ly purchased by the Smithsonian 
Institution.

1st ID card is free 

Everyone is entitled to a second chance, 
even the TJC News. A mistake in an 
earlier TJC News concerning student ID 
cards apparently has confused some. 

The first time a student obtains an iden¬ 
tification card it is free. It’s the “second 
chance” to get a card that will cost the stu¬ 
dent $1, said George Wilson, director of 
instructional media services. 

To obtain a card a student should go to 
the circulation desk in the Vaughn Library 
and Learning Resources Center and pre¬ 
sent his yellow class schedule sheet. 

If the schedule has been lost, a second 
copy may be obtained from the Registrar’s 
Office in Jenkins Hall, Wilson-said. 

The librarian will then send the student 
to the Media Center in the Library base¬ 
ment to have a picture made. Cards will 
be picked up at a later date, sometimes 
later the same day or the next day. 

Students who need old cards updated 
should also take the yellow schedule sheet 
to the circulation desk. Update stickers will 
be placed on the cards making them im¬ 
mediately effective. 

IDs serve several purposes: as a library 
card and for admission to sports events, 
drama productions and other campus ac¬ 
tivities. 

The card can be obtained at any time of 
the year, Wilson said.

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Ducksworth leads Apaches to 35-19 win

Ronnie Ducksworth rushed for 
212 yards to help the Apaches 
defeat the Blinn College Buc¬ 
caneers, 35-19, Saturday night. 

The game pitted the TJC runn¬ 
ing attack against Blinn’s passing 
game. Blinn scored first when 
Quarterback Travis Williams hit 
his receiver for a 30-yard 
touchdown pass. 

With the game barely under¬ 


way, TJC Freshman Bruce Clark 
caught the ensuing kickoff at the 
three and, following good blocks, 
raced 97 yards for a touchdown 
to tie the game at seven all. 

Mike Furr set up the next 
Apache score with an interception 
tipped by Matt Murray on the 
Blinn 38. After Ducksworth runs, 
Marvin Allen burst over the mid¬ 
dle for 19 yards and a touchdown 
to give TJC a 14-7 lead. 


Blinn kicked a field goal to cut 
the Apache lead, but on TJC’s 
next series Allen dashed for a 
49-yard touchdown, giving the 
Apaches a 21-10 halftime lead. 
Allen’s run was preceded by a 
31-yard Ducksworth romp. 

The Apache defense, stingy in 
the second half, pressured the 
Blinn quarterback, but Williams 
managed to cut into the Apache 
lead. 


Blinn kicked a third quarter 
field goal and added a scoring 
pass early in the fourth to make 
the score 21-19. Blinn then went 
for two, but Furr deflected the 
pass to preserve the Apache lead. 

Quarterback Alan Hafford 
scored on a 10-yard run with 7:11 
to go and on Blinn’s next offen¬ 
sive series, Malcolm Lacy in¬ 
tercepted a pass on the Blinn 36 
to seal the victory. 


Ducksworth carried the ball for 
two successive 13-yard gains and 
then bulled over on a fourth and 
goal to make the final score 
35-19. 

Head Coach Charlie McGinty 
was pleased with the team’s ef¬ 
fort, especially the defense which 
stopped the Blinn passing game in 
the second half and limited their 
rushing game to a negative 17 
yard total.
